“Sound business methods now mark 
the development of the Yukon," said 
Major A. B. Snyder, supefintendent of 
the R. N. W. M. P. ig the ¥ukon; 
with headquarters at Dawson, who is 
in the city today on his. Way east on 
furlough, which will permit him time 
to visit the old country. “Urilike the 
days of the great rush, when the pop- 
uletion of the Yukon grew like a 
mushroom, and was dissipated like 
chaff before a gale of Wind, the mod- 
ern methods instituted in connection 
with the mining enterprisés’ has re- 
sulted in placing the ¢ountry ona 
sound commercial basis. Permanent 
progress is now being made and will 
continue to be made by this remoté 
part of Canada, While the cream of 
the gold of this cotintry has been 
skimmed the actual mineral resources 
have as yet seen only the first stage 
of their development. There are now 
three big mining corpordtione oper- 
ating in the country, t®e Guéegen- 
heims, the Treadgold concsssions and 
the Boyle concessions. Each of these 
have had a highly succéssful season. 
In addition to the gold mining the” 
copper claims in the southern por 
tion of the Yukon are now being de 
veloped by the Atlas Mining cém- 
pany, which is composed of a group 
of Spokane capitalists.” 

Major Snyder has heen in the Yu- 
kon ten years. He is in charge of 
the entire force of Mountéd police, 
numbering fifty, Which is responsible 
for the maintenance of law and’ order 
in the Yukon, There are two sta- 
tions, one at Dawson and the other 
at White Horse. 

There have been no cases of péoul- 
jar interest, he says, except the big 
bullion robbery which is as yet un- 
solved. This was the case in which 
a shipment of bullion‘in a séaled | 
case from the Yukon to Seattle*was 
removed and lead substituted for the 
gold. Both the Canadian and Am- 
erican police are now working on this 
case. There was $50,000 in the ship- 
gent. 

Major Snyder is well known to the 
old timers in Edmonton. Twenty- 
five years ago he was in charge of 
the force in this city. This was in 
1££6, the year of the Northwest re- 
bellion. He remained at this’ post 
until 1901, when he was transferred 
to the Yukon district. He Was suc- 
ceeded here by Col. Belcher.

Sir Thomas Shaughessy President of 
The C.P.R. Paid Brief Visit to 
City 


-—— 


Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, president 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway com- 
pany, accompanied :by his two daugn- 
ters and a number of important or- 
ficials of the ,company, paid a priet 
visit to the city yesterday, leaving in 
the evening for Wetaskiwin, where 
they passed the fight, and proceeding 
thence this morning to the coast. 
The officials travelling with Sir Thos. 
were R. 1B. Angus and C. R, frmos- 
mer, members of the board of direc- 
tors} Wm. Whyte, vice-president; J. 
K, Switzer, chief engineer, and A. 
Price, ‘superintendent of the Alberta 
division, 

Arriving in Strathcona by the at- 
ternoon train at three o'clock, the 
party was met by motor cars and driv- 
en to the north side of the river, 
where several hours were passed tak- 
ing a general view of the city. 

A Tour of Inspection. 

When s€en by the Bulletin in tne 
course of the afternoon Sir Thomas 
stated that this, his second visit to 
Edmonton during a period of tnree 
years, had no special significance, “we 
are travelling over the company’s 
lines on a tour of inspection, ne 
said, “and our visit to Edmonton nas 
no significance other than that.” 

Sir Thomas deéciared that there is 
no truth ‘in the reports that the com- 
pany was in contemplation the ex- 
tension of its lines through the coun- 
try north of Edmonton in the im-/ 
mediate future. 

“For the present time we are con- 
tent with Edmonton as the point 
farthest north in onr sphere of op- 


erations,’ he remarked, “Prne re- 
ports of contemplated extensions 
north of this city are without founda- 
tion.” > 

Questioned concerning the tKeu- 


hood of extensions in this direction | 
being undertaken by the company 
when the work upon which they are 
at present engaged in other parts of 
the province is completed, Sir ‘Inos, 
was non-committal tn his replies, in- 
dicating ‘that while no definite state-| 


ment could be made, the hope was} 
not one to be dismissed from tne 
mind as altogether beyond the pos- 
sibility of realization. “We have no 
such plans for the present,” he re- 
marked, “but what the future wiu 
bring forth who can tell?" 
The High Level Bridge. 

Referring to the high level bridge 
Sir Thomas said: “We hope to see 
this completed by the end of next 
year. The delay in the commenc 
ment of the work was unfortunate, | 
but, as you know, that was no tfazsit 
of ours.” 

In reply to an enquiry as to tne 
intention of the company to estab- 
lish a through daily passenger service 
to and from Strathcona over the Har- 
disty line Sir Thomas stated that It 
was the desire of the company frsc 
to bring the track to a condition tnat 
would ensure the complete efficiency 
of the service, and that the service 
would probably be inaugurated in the 
spring of next year. 

Wm. Whyte, vice-president of tne 
company, discussing the condition of 
the lahor market, declared that the 
company was experiencing no little 
difficulty in its construction work 
throughout the West 
deficiency in the supply of labor. 

Many Signs of Progress. 

Both Sir Thomas and Mr. Whyte 
spoke of Edmonton's development ana 
expressed their astonishment at tne 
wonderful progress to be seen on @v- 
ery hand.

Expert timber men will continue to 
rake the woods for bodies. 

May Burn Till Winter. 

Governor Eberhardt returned to St. 
Paul today, having done. all in his 
power to encourage rebuilding of the 
burned Minnesota towns and to direct 
the work of relief. Rains have cleared 
the atmosphere but have not extin- 
guished the fires. The surface is sonk- 
ed, but the flames are still working 
underneath. They may continue to 
burn until the frosts of winter put 
them out.
